The Liquor Board, af its first ses­ 
sion, decided to speed everything 
possible in connection with the ope­ 
ning operation by the Board. 
In 
the province of Ontario, however, 
directly opposite prevailed 
at 
an 
election held on April 17. Practical­ 
ly the same conditions prevailed. On 
tario went dry in war times but 
after demoblization, adopted an im­ 
portation law under which it was 
legal to import liquor by the case 
for home consumption. 
The people 
asked for a test of wet and ry 
sentiment and on the vote the pro­ 
vince went emphatically “dry.”

Th© Ag© of Oil. 
Coal is considered, and rightly* 
to be of such ancient 
origin 
as 
compared with man that the human 
mind cannot conceive the immensity 
of the ages that elapsed between 
its deposition and its use as a 
source of heat and power. 
During each great geological per­ 
iod of time 
before 
the 
jungle 
growth had supplied material for 
the coal beds, petroleum already 
had accumulated iii the lower rocks 
In the form of gas and liquid, oil 
was waiting to be transformed in­ 
to light, heat and power for the 
use of human beings not yet exist­ 
ent. 
The first heat and power were 
obtained 
from the combustion of 
wood growing on the surface of 
the earth. The next source was coal 
which had its origin in an older 
period when the climate and car­ 
bonic acid 
gas supplied 
material 
for a rank woody growth which, 
covered 
by 
sedimentary 
deposits, 
was changed into solid matter. 
It is not known how many years 
older than coal is petroleum. Mil­ 
lions of years must have passed 
between the period when organic 
matter under intense temperature 
change and pressure, was converted 
into natural gas and oil and the 
period when the 
ferns ap­ 


peared which were later to form 
the coal beds. 
Other eons came and went ere 
human beings appeared upon the 
earth. Comparatively brief by com­ 
parison is the time which elapsed 
between their advent and their de­ 
velopment to the point of utilizing 
the subsurface stores of heat and 
power. The people of the twentieth 
century are using the accumulation 
of the earth’s wealth of heat, light 
and power, stored through the in- 
calcuable ages. Few give a thought 
to nature’s slow but sure methods 
of furnishing this bounty. 
After wood, coal and petroleum 
fail to supply human needs— what? 
Then will come the oldest of all, 
that which came into being with 
the universe itself—electricity.

NON-ALCOHOLIC EXTRACTS 
Beer and w hiskey have neither food nor medicinal value, 
according to recent declarations of reputable authorities. The 
alcohol which has long been considered an essential element 
in flavoring extracts is now being barred from that respect­ 
able position. A ( hicago firm has been conducting experi­ 
ments in this field for many years in its own research labo­ 
ratories. The other day it announced the perfection of its 
non-alcoholic flavors. 
*n other instances of the dethronement of King Alcohol, 
that liquid is not only unnecessary in the manufacture of ex­ 
tracts, but its presence in them is actually detrimental. Says 
the report of the Chicago firm: 
The new products have all the bouquet, aroma and flavor 
that exist in the alcoholic extracts, and are more economical. 
as they do not bake or freeze out when being used. 
Manufacturers and housewives have found that they lose 
a great deal of their flavoring material as heat drives off the 
alcohol, which is a volatile solvent and takes with it a certain 
percentage of the flavoring material. This is not possible in 
the non-alcoholic products, as it takes a high degree of heat 
to \olatize them, hence the products are more economical as 
less is used. 
“These flavors are very clear, keep well and have all the 
strength and appearance of alcoholic extracts without the in­ 
terfering odor and flavor cf alcohol.” 
Perhaps in the natural course of improving flavoring prepa­ 
rations this development would have come in time. It was 
hastened by the fact that the old alcoholic extracts have 
been barred from a number of states and that, because they 
are frequently used for beverages, thorough prohibition en­ 
forcement may soon deny makers of alcoholic extracts the 
right to manufacture or market them.
